IX, BEEKEEPING, 


Allowing for alternating good and bad seasons, it can be said that 
the production of honey and beeswax in recent years is practically three 
times greater than 10 years previously. During 1948-49 there was the 
record production of 10,906,372 lbs. of honey and of 140,384 lbs, of 
beeswax. but 1949-50 was the off year with only 5,178,447 lbs, of honey and 
70,442 lbs of beeswax, There were 1,215 beekeepers with 83,088 productive 
and 28,032 unproductive hives, The number of beekeepers remains fairly 
constant but the total number of hives for 1949-50 was a record,
